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ne of our greatest heroes, Hawkman is 

also one of the few super-heroes to come 

from another planet. Hawkman, also 
known as Katar Hol, was born on the planet Thana- 
gar. His father, Paran Katar, was a renowned scien- 
tist who invented an antigravity metal that enabled 
people to fly. Katar Hol learned how to use his 
father’s invention when he became a Wingman, one 
of Thanagar’s police officers. 

At that time, most of Thanagar’s population were 
very poorand were treated as slaves. Paran Katar 
sympathized with the workers and did what he 
could tovhelp them, which angered many of the cor- 
rupt Wingmen. One of them, an officer named Byth, 
tricked: Katar Hol into killing his own father, Paran. 

For his crime, Katar Hol was exiled to an aban- 
doned island*for ten years. During that time, he 
came to realize that his father’s death was not-com- 
pletely his fault.and.swore revenge upon Byth. 
Escaping, Katar found an ally in a female Wingman, 
Shayera Thal. Together, they opposed Byth, eventu- 
ally pursuing him ‘to,Earth. After;defeating Byth, 
they both found they loved the freedom of this new 
world and stayed on as fighters of injustice. 

Hawkman recently discovered that his mother 
was actually an Earthling, Naomi Carter. A Native 
American, she had married Hawkman’s father dur- 


ing one of Paran’s visits to Earth. Returning with 
him to Thanagar, where Katar was born, she found 
that world too cruel and corrupt and returned to 
Earth. 


awkman is particularly interested in the 

United States, which is very different from 

his world. On Thanagar, only the very rich 
are given the freedom to do what they want; every- 
one else is told what to do by the government. 
Hawkman is fascinated by the concept of 
democracy. 

Hawkman’s antigravity belt is what actually helps 
him fly; his wings serve only to control his speed 
and direction. The belt also enables him to lift 
extremely heavy objects. 

Thanks to his training as a Wingman, Hawkman is 
a powerful hand-to-hand fighter. He is skilled with 
various Thanagarian weapons and is becoming pro- 
ficient with Earth weapons, particularly a giant 
dagger known as the Katar. 

Although Hawkman prefers to fight alone or with 
his partner, Hawkwoman, he also has teamed with 
the super-hero group the Justice League.
